These pig -keeping 
peoples would I feel., be worthy cf study, perhaps providing insight into the pre- 
Moslen cccupance patterns of the area. Unfortunately, the continuous Moslem 
encroachment on these pagan peoples cf the Nuba Mour.tains (which will be accelerated 
when the British; policy of separation and protection of non -Moslems is discontinued 
in three years) may mean, that we haven’t much time left to observe and record the 
cultures of these peoples .
